Other  observers  are  not 
so  optimistic.  “  Starvation’  is  a  word 
of  various  meanings,  from  death  due 
to  lack  of  food,  to  long  extreme  hun¬ 
ger  which  may  not  kill  its  victim,  but 
leaves  him  too  weakened  to  resist 
death  from  disease  or  cold.  Every 
great  famine  also  leaves  its  mark  for 
at  least  a  full  generation  in  broken 
health,  shortened  lives,  and  stunted 
growth  especially  of  children.’’— Unit¬ 
ed  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
bulletin.

P.  F.  Parsons,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Deacons  presided  at  the 
meeting  and  presented  the  love  gift. 
The  event  was  planned  and  arranged 
by  the  Board  of  Deacons.  Others  tak¬ 
ing  part  in  the  public  service  were: 
C.  N.  Brandon,  Dr.  8.  B.  Platt,  Rev. 
Eugene  Burnett,  and  Rev.  Clifton 
Perkins. 

The  recounting  of  the  experiences 
through  which  pastor  and  people  have 
gone  during  this  quarter  of  a  century 
brought  tears  and  laughter  as  sor¬ 
rows  and  joys  of  the  way  were  re¬ 
viewed.  Dr.  Franks  stated  that  some 
of  the  high  peaks  during  the  years 
were:  when  the  church  voted  to  com¬ 
mit  itself  to  a  far-reaching  education 
and  training  program  and  voted  to 
build  the  educational  plant;  the  per¬ 
sonal  happiness  that  came  when  his 
two  children  were  won  to  the  Lord; 
the  joy  that  accompanied  the  message 
that  J.  D.  Jr.,  had  dedicated  his  life 
to  the  ministry;  the  thrill  of  a  dream 
fuifilled  when  Mississippi  Baptists  ap¬ 
propriated  $20,000  for  the  Baptist 
student  Center  Building  at  M.  S.  C.  W., 
and  finally,  when  the  church  made 
its  unanimous  decision  to  endow  the 
salary  of  a  foreign  missionary  as  a 
memorial  to  the  veterans  of  World 
War  II.  (One  of  these  was  his  own 
son,  J.  D.  Jr.,  Editor). 

At  the  evening  service  one  of  the 
most  Illustrious  young  ministers  of 
all  who  have  gone  out  from  this 
church,  Dr.  Niles  Puckett,  preached, 
and  ten  were  Baptized  by  Dr.  Franks. 
Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  was 
observed. 

During  these  years  the  church  has 
ordained  six  young  men  to  the  gospel 
ministry:  Dr.  S.  B.  Platt.  Jr.,  Newton 
Scofield,  Dr.  J.  Niles  Puckett,  Joe 
Abrams,  Clifton  Perkins,  Eugene  Bur¬ 
nett. 

First  Baptist  church  Columbus,  was 
or.e  of  the  first  to  utilize  the  radio, 
and  for  nearly  20  years  has  broadcast 
the  gospel,  being  a  pioneer  in  this 
phase.  The  emphasis  given  Baptist 
Student  work  has  been  highly  success¬ 
ful.  The  church  has  given  almost 
$700,000  during  this  period,  and  there 
have  been  1,453  baptisms. 

Letters  and  telegrams  from  all  over 
the  country  were  received,  included 
in  these  being  one  from  leaders  of 
the  Jewish  Synagogue.  Editor  Birney 
Imes  of  the  Commercial  Dispatch  paid 
glowing  editorial  tribute  to  Dr.  Franks 
as  a  power  for  civic  righteousness. 

The  day  will  be  long  remembered 
in  Columbus,  and  cherished  by  all 
who  value  the  loving  ties  that  bind 
pastor  and  people  together  after  they 
have  toiled  along  the  road  of  service 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Dr.  Franks  came  to  Columbus  from 
Pineville,  La.,  a  young  and  not  very 
well  known  minister  serving  his  sec¬ 
ond  pastorate.  With  his  church  he 
has  grown  to  a  position  of  national 
denominational  importance  as  a  long¬ 
time  member  of  the  State  Baptist 
Convention  Board,  Mississippi's  rep¬ 
resentative  on  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  Southern  Baptist  representa¬ 
tive  to  the  first  International  Baptist 
Young  People’s  conference  In  Czecho¬ 
slovakia  in  1931,  and  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  delegate  to  interna¬ 
tional  World  Conferences  In  England 
and  Scotland  In  1937.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Continuation  Committee  of  the 
World  Conference  on  Faith  and  Order. 


UNIFIED  LEADERSHIP  NEEDED 

IN  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

(Continued  from  Page  One) 

time  have  been  griping  and  fighting 
at  each  other  instead  of  the  enemy. 
With  respect  to  Christian  education  in 
Mississippi  that  comparison  has  too 
much  force  of  truth  when  we  consider 
the  relationship  of  our  institutions 
and  their  leadership  in  the  past. 

Unless  Mississippi  Baptists  unify 
their  educational  leadership,  they  can 
never  have  an  adequate  policy,  pro¬ 
gram,  promotion  and  service  in  the 
field  of  Christian  education. 

I  know  that  a  great  many  of  our 
people  realize  this.  Before  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  our  convention,  many  of  our 
pastors  and  laymen  urged  me  to  work 
out  some  formula  that  would  provide 
for  a  unified  educational  leadership. 

In  response  to  these  appeals,  in  the 
address  I  made  to  the  convention  I 
suggested  that  the  brethren  consider 
for  a  year  and  act  upon  it  at  the  1947 
meeting  of  our  convention  a  proposal 
to  create  an  executive  committee  of 
the  colleges  affiliated  with  or  related 
to  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention. 
In  that  address  I  presented  the  sug¬ 
gestion  in  the  following  statement: 

“Instead  of  having  our  schools  come 
to  the  convention  independently,  why 
not  require  them  to  come  collectively 
and  inter-dependently?  Instead  of 
each  school’s  fighting  its  battle  for 
support  from  the  convention  as 
though  there  were  no  other  Baptist 
school  to  be  provided  for,  why  not 
require  our  schools  to  recognize  that 
they  must  travel  together  as  a  co¬ 
ordinated  group? 

“My  acquaintance  with  Mississippi 
Baptists  has  brought  me  to  know  that 
whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we  have  got 
four  schools,  and  we  are  going  to  have 
four  schools.  Neither  of  them  is  going 
to  die  because  each  of  them  has  some 
friends  who  will  not  let  them  die.  The 
sooner  Mississippi  Baptists  realize 
this,  the  better.  Why  not  deal  then 
with  our  educational  problems  realis¬ 
tically? 

“Since  we  have  four  schools,  and 
we  are  going  to  have  four  schools,  why 
not  require  them  to  get  together  and 
work  out  an  educational  program  for 
Mississippi  Baptists  in  a  spirit  of 
Christian  amity  and  fraternity?  There 
can  be  found  for  each  a  special  field 
of  needed  educational  ministry  for 
Mississippi  Baptists.  If  each  institution 
is  what  it  ought  to  be,  it  can  have 
more  students  than  it  can  accommo¬ 
date. 

“The  way  to  do  this  is  simplicity  it¬ 
self.  First,  let  the  convention  tell  the 
schools  to  do  this:  Let  it  tell  them  to 
forget  selfishness  and  pride  and 
prejudice.  Let  it  tell  them  that  each 
has  a  right  to  a  seat  at  its  mother's 
table.  Let  it  tell  them  each  to  ap¬ 
point  from  its  board  of  trustees  three 
members  to  hold  membership  in  an 
Executive  Committee  of  the  College 
affiliated  with  or  related  to  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Convention.  The  presi¬ 
dent  of  each  Institution  would  be  an 
ex-officio  member  of  this  executive 
committee.  To  this  executive  commit¬ 
tee,  let  there  be  added  three  brethren 
who  represent  the  convention  and 
who  are  not  members  of  any  of  the 
boards  of  trustees  of  our  colleges.  Let 
these  three  brethren  be  brethren  who 
are  unanimously  chosen  by  the  twelve 
trustees  who  have  been  appointed  by 
the  respective  boards  of  trustees  of 
our  colleges.  Let  the  chairman  and 
secretary  of  this  executive  committee 
come  from  the  three  brethren  who 
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A  recent  survey  shows  that  Europe 
now  has  11,000,000  orphans  and  30,- 
000.000  hungry  children  in  varying  de¬ 
grees  of  malnutrition  or  actual  starva¬ 
tion.

Sending 
food  overseas  Is  only  one  of  the  proj¬ 
ects  undertaken  by  your  church,  in 
making  a  special  offering  this  sum¬ 
mer  to  raise  $3,500,000  for  relief  and 
rehabilitation. 


FM  Church  Applications 

Religious  organizations  are  not  go¬ 
ing  to  be  left  out  of  the  FM  (fre¬ 
quency  modulation)  radio  field,  it  is 
evident,  although  not  as  many  church 
organizations  have  applied  as  had 
been  anticipated. 

The  Federal  Communications  Com¬ 
mission  announced  here  the  granting 
o$  an  FM  license  to  a  Bible  Institute 
and  the  filing  of  an  application  for  an 
FM  license  by  a  mission  board. 

The  license  already  granted  has 
gone  to  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  of 
Chicago,  with  WDLM  as  the  new  sta¬ 
tion’s  call  letters.  The  application  lor 
a  permit  came  from  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  of 
The  Methodist  Church,  New  York, 
which  asked  for  a  construction  permit 
for  a  new  FM  (Metropolitan)  broad¬ 
cast  station  to  be  operated  on  a  fre¬ 
quency  to  be  determined  by  the  FCC’s 
Chief  Engineer.

NAZI  WAR  CRIMINALS 
SHOW  INTEREST  IN 
RELIGION 

FRANKFURT,  Germany  —  (RNS)— 

Several  of  the  Nazi  war  criminals  on 
trial  at  Nuernberg  have  shown  an  in¬ 
terest  in  religion,  according  to  Lieut. 

Carl  R.  Eggers,  of  Eugene,  Oregon, 

Portestant  chaplain  of  the  Missouri 
Synod,  who  formerly  served  in  the 
Nuernberg  prison. 

Chaplain  Eggers  said  fifteen  of  those 
on  trial  are  Protestants  in  the  sense 
that  they  were  baptized  and  confirm¬ 
ed.  Two  of  the  prisoners  (Von  Papen 
and  Frank)  are  Roman  Catholics,  and 
two  (Streicher  and  Rosenberg)  do  not 
prof ss  any  religion. 

Four  of  five  of  the  prisoners,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Chaplain  Eggers,  indicate 
a  willingness  to  attend  church  ser¬ 
vices.  Von  Ribbentrop,  Raeder,  Fits- 
che,  and  Saukel  show  a  “special  in¬ 
terest”  in  religion  which  is  probably 
inspired  by  fear  of  death. 

Chaplain  Eggers  was  especially  im¬ 
pressed  by  Field  Marshal  Keitel,  who 
was  unusually  willing  to  discuss  re¬ 
ligious  questions.  Herman  Goering  is 
also  disposed  to  discuss  religion,  but 
shows  little  interest  in  the  church, 
although  he  once  told  Chaplain  Eg¬ 
gers  he  envied  people  with  definite 
religious  convictions.  Hess  has  not 
committed  himself  regarding  his  at¬ 
titude  toward  religion.

ARMY  ANSWERS  CHURCH 
PAPER  CHARGE  ON  BIBLES 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (RNS)— A 
War  Department  spokesman  here 
took  issue  with  the  Christian  Advo¬ 
cate,  national  Methodist  weekly,  which 
had  charged  that  stocks  of  books  by 
the  “thousands”  had  been  listed  for 
destruction  at  "a  certain  Pennsylvania 
military  reservation.” 

“Our  investigation  disclosed  that  the 
Bibles  and  religious  tracts  considered 
salvageable  at  the  camp  in  question 
were  turned  over  to  the  quartermaster 
corps,”  a  spokesman  for  the  Inspector 
General's  Office  said  here. 

“The  remainder  were  offered  to  local 
religious  groups,  which  refused  them. 

The  Bibles  and  tracts  then  were  treat¬ 
ed  with  acid  and  given  reverent 
burial.” 

The  Christian  Advocate  had  stated 
that  “in  a  certain  Pennsylvania  mili¬ 
tary  reservation  thousands  of  books, 
still  in  the  original  packages  Just  as 
they  had  been  received  from  the 
American  Bible  Society  and  the  Gid¬ 
eons,  were  among  the  stock  marked 
for  destruction.” 


Those  are  the  convictions  of  Pau] 
executive  secretary  of  the 
Protestant  Film  Commission,  which 
embraces  17  denominations  and  13 
inter  -  denominational  agencies  and 
boards.  The  Commission  is  currently 
seeking  to  raise  a  million  dollars  to 
produce  its  own  films  for  distribution 
to  churches,  clubs,  and  schools,  it 
also  wants  to  stimulate  Hollywood  to 
take  responsibility  for  the  effect  its 
pictures  have  on  people's  lives. 

“The  only  difference  between  our 
films  and  Hollywood's,”  said  Mr. 
Heard,  J*is  that  ours  will  pay  more 
attention  to  ethical  values.”  He  isn't 
worried  that  people  will  shy  away 
from  movies  with  a  message.  “A  film 
with  a  message,”  he  said,  “is  more  ex¬ 
citing  than  a  film  without  one— if  it’s 
done  with  skill  and  audience  appeal.” 

The  Commission  already  has  two 
“shorts”  in  the  planning  stage  and 
expects  to  start  shooting  soon.  The 
first  will  publicize  missionary  work 
and  the  other  will  cover  race  prejudice 
problems. 

Mr.  Heard  is  intent  on  making  the 
Protestant  Film  Commission  a  force 
for  good.  “Our  aim  is  to  instill  Chris¬ 
tian  attitudes,”  he  said.  “That's  the 
way  to  permanent  peace.”

Landrum, 
serving  as  principal,  the  school  en¬ 
rolled  81  pupils  and  faculty.  On  two 
successive  days  the  attendance  reach¬ 
ed  75,  and  the  average  attendance 
was  70. 

The  lAidway  Church  was  organized 
only  jxo  years  ago,  and  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  many  interesting  Baptists 
a  nice  residence  and  large  building 
lot  were  purchased.  Since  that  time 
the  membership  has  steadily  grown 
and  attendances  have  reached  the 
point  that  there  is  not  enough  seat¬ 
ing  space  for  some  of  the  services. 

Located  in  the  very  heart  of  a  large 
residential  section  two  miles  west  of 
the  Jamison  city  limits,  the  Midway 
Chu-ch  is  already  making  itself  felt 
for  the  Master,  and  gives  promise  of 
being  one  of  our  best  churches  in 
the  yeaas  to  come. 

During  the  illness  of  the  pastor,  his 
son,  just  released  from  the  Naval 
Chaplaincy,  has  been  supplying  the 
church,  and  is  doing  the  preaching  in 
the  revival  meeting,  July  12-19.  Music 
is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Jack 
Bilbo,  of  Hattiesburg,  a  ministerial 
student  at  Mississippi  College.

The  Baptists  of  California,  cooper¬ 
ating  with  Southern  Baptists,  have 
officially  adopted  the  Golden  State 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  as  a 
denominational  Institution.  Louisville, 
Fort  Worth  and  New  Orleans  Semi¬ 
naries  are  well  established,  making 
theological  training  geographically  in 
a  small  area. 

The  Golden  Gate  Seminary  is  great¬ 
ly  needed  for  people  are  in  the  west  by 
the  million.  Sin  everywhere  abounds. 
The  nature  of  the  field — modern  and 
prosperous  in  every  worldly  way — de¬ 
mands  trained  workers.  The  immedi¬ 
acy  of  the  need  requires  that  they 
train  here,  so  that  they  may  work 
while  they  study  and  train. 

Baptists  in  all  other  sections  are 
more  and  more  cultivating  a  prayerful 
interest  in  the  western  field  and  in 
the  Seminary.  This  institution  and 
this  people  stand  in  imperative  need 
of  prayer.  Lost  people  by  the  million 
need  to  be  saved.  Thousands  of  un¬ 
enlisted  Baptists  from  other  states 
need  to  be  reclaimed  for  the  Lord 
and  His  cause. 

This  western  field  and  Seminary  is 
most  sensitively  in  need  of  some  of 
the  college  graduates  from  the  other 
states.  Surely  there  are  some  whose 
feet  turned  into  divinely  chosen  paths 
would  lead  them  to  this  needy  field. 
There  is  a  call  here  for  a  combination 
of  work  and  study  that  should  appeal 
to  a  few  intrepid  souls  in  each  state. 
To  all  such  California  calls.  Convic¬ 
tion,  courage  and  compassion  will  be 
demanded.  The  Seminary  solicits  the 
attention  of  Baptist  people  everywhere 
for  this  work  in  the  Golden  West  that 
it  may  have  some  of  the  choicest 
youths  in  the  fellowship  of  sacrifice. 

This  school  for  the  prophets  in  the 
great  west  needs  to  be  remembered 
in  the  exercise  of  stewardship  obliga¬ 
tions.  The  Golden  Gate  Seminary 
urges  consideration  for  gifts  of  money. 
The  classes  meet  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Baptist  Church.  Fifty 
thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  would  per¬ 
haps  purchase  a  20-acre  campus. 
Buildings  must  soon  be  provided.  En¬ 
dowment  for  continued  progress  must 
come. 

There  may  be  a  hundred  churches 
In  the  South  that  could  place  here  a 
thousand  dollars  each  as  a  real  gift 
to  missions.  Perhaps  a  thousand 
churches  and  individuals  would  place 
here  a  hundred  dollars  each  for  His 
glory.

Why  Tighten  The  "Holding-Back  Strap" 
On  The  County  Churches?

Some  of  us  who  attended  the  South¬ 
western  Seminary  in  days  agone  re¬ 
member  Dr.  Scarborough's  frequent 
reference  to  the  “holding-back  strap” 
and  those  brethren  (sometimes  sis¬ 
ters)  who  could  be  depended  upon  to 
tighten  up  on  that  particular  part  of 
the  harness  whenever  our  churches 
should  be  considering  a  new  move¬ 
ment.  (Just  in  case  some  one  doesn’t 
remember,  the  “holding-back  strap” 
was  part  of  the  harness  for  a  one- 
horse  buggy,  which  in  the  days  of  that 
vehicle  of  pleasure  enabled  the  horse 
to  hold  us  at  a  safe  speed  going  down 
hill.)  If  the  innovation  is  contrary  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible  or  to  Bap¬ 
tist  principles,  those  applying  the 
“helding-back  strap"  perform  a  real 
service;  but  otherwise — well,  we  were 
to  pray  for  wisdom  and  courage — to 
use  the  best  sense  we  had. 

I  was  reminded  of  this  homely 
metaphor  when  I  read  Dr.  Freeman’s 
article,  entitled  “Is  It  Safe?”  in  the 
Baptist  Record  of  June  27,  in  which 
he  would  caution  the  country  church¬ 
es  about  calling  a  pastor  for  full-time 
preaching.  I  wish  to  say  something  on 
the  other  side: 

I  led  Ellison  Ridge  church,  situated 
13  miles  from  any  town  or  village, 
to  go  from  half-time  to  full-time,  and 
remained  its  pastor  two  years  after 
it  took  that  step.  I  have  seen  its  fur¬ 
ther  progress  during  the  pastorate  of 
my  successor.  It’s  Sunday  School  en¬ 
rollment  and  average  attendance  is 
four  times  what  it  was  when  it  was 
half  time;  its  gifts  to  the  Co-operative 
Program  and  other  outside  causes  are 
more  than  three  times  what  they  were 
just  a  short  time  before  the  church 
went  to  full-time.  The  one-room 
church  building  has  been  remodeled, 
a  number  of  training  courses  have 
been  held,  and  other  necessary  steps 
have  been  taken  so  that  the  Sunday 
School  there  is  one  of  the  38  A-l 
schools  in  the  state.  The  number  of 
additions  for  baptism  coming  at 
services  other  than  during  the  revival 
meeting  has  increased  more  than 
seven-fold.  They  have  made  advances 
in  all  the  organizations  of  the  church, 
they  have  bought  a  pastor’s  home, 
etc.,  etc. 

In  the  same  association,  not  more 
than  six  miles  away,  Murphy  Creek 
church  took  the  same  step  some  two 
years  ago,  and  its  progress  during  this 
period  has  in  some  respects  been  even 
more  remarkable  than  that  of  Ellison 
Ridge — and  with  the  same  pastor  it 
has  had  for  14  years.  The  progress  of 
’these  churches  has  been  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  their  going  to  full-time 
preaching. 

Dr.  Freeman  raises  five  questions, 
which  I  want  to  answer.  First,  “Is  the 
field  large  enough?”  He  suggests  that 
unless  a  church  ministers  to  1200-1500 
the  preacher  might  get  dissatisfied 
and  leave.  Some  country  church 
fields  are  not  large  enough  for  full¬ 
time  preaching,  some  of  them  likely 
never  will  be;  but  is  not  1200  possibil¬ 
ities  as  a  minimum  before  a  church 
is  to  call  for  every-Sunday  preaching 
a  bit  too  high?  I  Imagine  that  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  either  of  the  churches  men¬ 
tioned  above  (churches  of  200  to  250 
resident  membership  and  immediate 
possibilities  of  from  seventy-five  to  a 
hundred  more)  preaches  to  as  large 


congregations  and  baptizes  as  many 
people  during  a  year  as  do  the  pastors 
of  some  churches  in  more  congested 
districts.  I  know  that  soon  after  Elli¬ 
son  Ridge  called  me  for  every-Sunday 
preaching,  I  saw  as  many  people 
studying  the  Bible  in  that  one  Sun¬ 
day  School  as  I  had  seen  in  BOTH  my 
half-time  churches  a  few  months  be¬ 
fore. 

Then  Dr.  Freeman  asks  if  the  coun¬ 
try  church  needs  full-time  preaching, 
suggesting  that  the  churches  in  the 
country  need  more  pastoral  ministry 
rather  than  more  preaching.  Grant¬ 
ing  that  this  is  true,  it  is  the  pastor’s 
presence  with  his  people  every  Sunday 
in  Sunday  School  and  in  Training 
Union  more  than  anything  else  that 
makes  possible  for  the  average 
preacher  this  pastoral  leadership  and 
ministry.  I  would  say  further  that  the 
people  in  the  country  need  to  hear 
heart-warming  gospel  preaching  as 
often  as  the  people  in  the  cities  and 
towns — and  I  believe  they  appreciate 
it  more. 

Dr.  Freeman  raises  two  questions 
of  finance;  Can  the  country  pay  for 
every-Sunday  preaching  now,  and  can 
they  keep  up  such  payment  later  when 
money  will  not  be  so  plentiful?  This 
is  the  question  usually  asked  first.  But 
Dr.  Freeman  in  his  books  advocates  a 
systematic  financial  program  and 
storehouse  tithing.  These  are  most 
easily  inaugurated  when  the  pastor 
is  present  with  his  congregation  every 
Sunday,  or  when  there  is  prospect  of 
his  so  being  with  it.  These  are  the 
very  things  that  will  keep  the  country 
churches  functioning  when  money  is 
not  so  plentiful,  whather  they  be  full¬ 
time  churches  or  part-time  churches. 
My  own  experience  has  been  that 
when  the  church  went  from  half-time 
to  full-time,  the  financial  program  is 
much  easier  carried  out. 

The  last  question  is:  “Where  get  the 
preachers?”  My  observation  has  been 
that  the  Lord  usually  calls  as  many 
preachers  as  the  brethren  will  keep 
busy  and  will  take  care  of.  Many  of 
us  remember  that  less  than  a  dozen 
years  ago  there  were  scores  of  preach¬ 
ers  without  church  work.  Especially 
were  there  some  middle  aged  preach¬ 
ers  or  older  —  most  of  them  good 
preachers — who  had  no  churches,  and 
whose  heart  yearned  for  a  place  to 
preach.  At  the  same  time  there  were

pastors  of  full-time  town  churchei 
who  permitted  (or  shall  we  say  “en¬ 
couraged?")  some  of  the  better  coun¬ 
try  churches  to  call  them  for  after¬ 
noon  appointments.  At  the  same  tim« 
also  there  were  brethren  among  ui 
who  boasted  that  they  were  “serving* 
from  eight  to  11  churches  scattered 
over  three  or  four  counties.  These  con¬ 
ditions  are  being  corrected  as  a  goodly 
number  of  former  part-time  churches 
are  calling  for  full-time  service.  Even 
some  churches  that  have  been  ac¬ 
customed  to  afternoon  appointments 
*are  calling  a  pastor  for  every  Supday 
afternoon. 

We  all  pay  tribute  to  the  faithful 
heralds  of  the  gospel  of  other  years 
who  established  the  work  in  the  coun¬ 
try  and  in  the  towns  largely  with 
once-a-month  preaching  and  a  revival 
in  the  summer.  God  richly  blessed 
their  efforts,  and  to  them  we  are  in¬ 
debted  for  what  we  have  today.  But 
in  these  days  of  rural  electrification, 
of  better  roads  and  better  transporta¬ 
tion.  of  better  schools  and  better 
homes,  the  former  program  is  alto¬ 
gether  inadequate. 

There  will  always,  I  recognize,  tx 
a  place  for  the  “Joint  pastorate”  U 
and  when  the  brethren  can  be  induced 
to  form  one  satisfactorily.  But  mj 
contention  is  that  when  our  oountrj 
churches  do  catch  a  vision,  when  they 
do  begin  to.  make  a  serious  effort  to 
reach  their  possibilities  for  the 
Saviour  and  for  the  truth,  the  Rural 
Field  Worker  of  our  great  Home  Board 
ought  not  to  discourage  them  —  h« 
ought  not  to  "tighten  up  on  the  hold¬ 
ing-back  strap.”

Southern  Baptists  might  easily  be 
misled  by  the  generous  initial  re¬ 
sponses  to  our  relief  and  rehabilita¬ 
tion  offering. 

We  may  be  misled  into  thinking 
that  it  will  be  easy;  that  the  money 
will  roll  in  almost  automatically. 

We  may  be  misled  into  thinking 
that  three  and  a  half  million  dollars, 
after  all,  is  not  so  much  money.  It 
isn’t  if  we  are  standing  at  the  distribu¬ 
tion  end;  it  is  very  little  money  when 
we  consider  that  millions  of  men, 
women  and  children  are  starving.  But 
it  is  a  whale  of  a  lot  of  money  to  raise 
in  two  and  a  half  months. 

The  present  offerings,  though  very 
liberal,  are  yet  a  long,  long  way  from 
three  and  a  half  million  dollars. 

If  this  amount  is  to  be  raised,  every 
pastor  must  give  himself  over  to  the 
task  of  vigorously  presenting  the  mat¬ 
ter  to  his  people;  every  individual 
Baptist  must  assume  his  or  her 
Christian  responsibility;  the  men  of 
our  churches  must  go  deep  into  their 
pcckets. 

We  do  not  need  more  information 
regarding  the  condition;  we  need  to 
give  six  million  Southern  Baptists— 
every  one  of  them — the  privilege  of 
participating  in  an  offering  that  will 
relieve  the  condition  of  which  they 
already  know.  \

all  the  men  of  the  church  who  want 
to  work;  and  the  deacons  are  included 
in  the  number  of  men  who  are  eligible 
for  membership  in  the  Brotherhood. 
In  the  Brotherhood,  however,  the 
deacons  do  not  act  in  their  official 
capacity.  They  are  just  one  of  the 
number  of  good  men  who  are  offering 
their  services  to  the  pastor  and  the 
church  for  the  many  kingdom  tasks 
that  need  to  be  done. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Brotherhood 
does  not  seek  to  set  up  budgets,  de¬ 
termine  financial  goals,  transact  busi¬ 
ness,  or  serve  as  property  custodians. 
They  set  themselves  to  such  tasks  as 
enlisting  men  in  all  the  activities  and 
services  of  the  church,  carrying  on 
committee  services  (such  as  attention 
to  the  sick  and  distressed,  evangelis¬ 
tic  work,  boys  work,  visiting  people  in 
the  interest  of  the  work  of  the  church, 
transportation,  etc.;  and  engaging  in 
special  tasks  which  may  be  assigned 
to  them  by  the  pastor  or  church  (such 
as  emphasis  on  the  family  altar,  sup¬ 
porting  schools  of  missions,  conduct¬ 
ing  prayer  meetings,  helping  with  re¬ 
ligious  census,  conducting  stewardship 
and  tithing  campaigns,  conducting 
mission  services  in  the  neighborhood, 
etc.). 

The  deacons  are  an  official  group 
with  definite  business  responsibilities. 
The  Brotherhood  is  a  group  of  willing 
men  who  form  a  “labor  crew”  for  all 
the  tasks  of  the  church  for  which 
men  are  suited.

In  surrounding  communities  there 
have  been  134  professions  of  faith  and 
eight  additions  by  letter,  and  two  of¬ 
fered  for  full  time  service,  through  Dr. 
Potter’s  ministry. 

The  church  has  bought  a  Hammond 
organ  and  new  hymnals.  It  has  given 
$15  000  in  all,  20%  of  which  went  to 
the  Cooperative  Program.  The  semi¬ 
naries  and  American  Bible  Society 
are  included  in  the  budget.  A  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  School  gave  $70  for  mis¬ 
sions. 

The  church  has  a  full  time  secre¬ 
tary.  Three  revivals  have  been  held, 
three  new  B.  T.  U.  groups  have  been 
set  up,  one  new  Sunday  School,  and 
two  new  deacons  have  been  ordained. 
Plans  are  under  way  for  a  new  $20,- 
000  educational  building.  They  hope 
to  have  a  Brotherhood  also.  The  W. 
M.  U.  and  Sunday  School  are  stand¬ 
ard.  The  B.  T.  U.  is  revitalized. 


THE  BROTHERHOOD  AND  THE 
DEACONS 

The  question  was  asked  recently, 
“What  is  the  relation  of  the  Brother¬ 
hood  to  the  work  of  the  deacons.”  We 
arc  happy  to  answer  in  our  column. 

The  Brotherhood  does  not  take 
upon  itself  any  of  the  work  or  the 
duties  of  the  deacons.  The  deacons 
are  ordained  church  officers,  whose 
particular  duty  is  to  look  after  the 
business  affairs  of  the  church.  They1 
become,  also,  a  group  of  advisors  to 
the  pastor  in  the  shaping  of  t£e 
policies  of  the  church.
